Which Will You Have? 

A resident of Mono eounty, down here to take home a daugh- 
ter who had been attending Chaffey high school, paid a visit to 
The News office and during the conversation he stated that 
county has the lowest tax rate of any county in California 
in fact, west of the Mississippi, we believe he stated. How- 
ever, the gentleman was not particularly proud of the faet— 
and it was not difficult to understand his attitude when he 
stated that there is not a high school, no library and no bank 
in the county. The county seat and largest town in the county 
has about 200 or 300 population. Mono is one of the largest 
counties in the nation—comprising enough territory to take 
in the New England states and several others, we were told. 
But towns and modern conveniences are ‘‘few and far be- 
tween.’’ 

Down here in San Bernardino county we ean boast that our 
county is the largest in the country—even larger than Mono 
county. However, we cannot boast the lowest tax rate in the 
state. But we can do considerable talking about our modern 
towns and cities, about our public schools ranging all the way 
from kindergarten up through junior college, about the var- 
ious branches of the county library scattered throughout the 
county and the public libraries in the various cities—as well 
as other things they do not have up in Mono county. 

The visitor from Mono cotinty made the very emphatic 
statement that he would rather pay more taxes and thus be 
enabled to enjoy more of the modern conveniences and other 
things that are regarded as essential in this age. It seems to 
be the general opinion that our taxes are higher than they 
should be—but we believe nrost of us would rather pay them 
than be deprived of what many call luxuries—and others eall 
necessities. 

From which we are to infer that the old saying, ‘‘you 
can’t get something for nothing’’ still holds good. It is a 
pretty general rule that we pay for what we get. If we have 
excellent public schools, public libraries and the like we must 
pay for them—if we don’t care for such things we ean move 
up to Mono county and pay less taxes. Fishing is great up 
there, we are told, and there is plenty of room to spread out. 

We are quite sure most parents would like their children to 
have at least a high school education. Our visitor of a few 
days ago was sending his daughter three or four hundred miles 
away from home in order that she could take advantage of the 
benefits to be obtained at Chaffey. It probably cost him eon- 
siderable to pay the expense of keeping lier here—and Mono 
eounty pays the Chaffey district for her tuition. 

So—there you are, folks. ‘‘Pay your money and take your 
choice.”’

The ‘‘Go West’’ idea may have started with Horace Greely 
—but it would hardly be fair to place the blame on him for 
the horde of irresponsibles and indigents that are coming into 
California at this time—7,500 to 10,000 a month. And as a re- 
sult our relief burden is increasing proportionately. The state 
relief administration reports conditions now as bad as they 
were at the deepest depths of the depression. And still they 
come—attracted not only by our unexcelled climate and scenic 
beauties, but by the generous financial assistance they get. 
While we must admire their judgment in coming here—those 
unfortunates swept in on the recession waves—we wonder just 
how much longer we, the taxpayers who provide the Cali- 
fornia budget, will be able to keep our heads above water. We 
naturally feel it is not our duty to take care of unfortunates 
from other states—-we have plenty of our own to whom we 
feel obligated. In order that this relief burden should be 
equitably distributed it appeals to us that the proper way to 
handle such affairs would be by means of a national tax. It 
should not be up to Californians to take eare of indigents who 
pour into this commonwealth from other states.

Plants With Gray Foliage 

Most plants with gray foliage 
do well at the beach. Among 
these, the more popular are the fol- 
lowing: Cotoneaster, Rock Rose, 
Sun Rose, Buddlea, Ploygala and 
Heliotrope. 

Smooth, Glossy-leaved Plants 

The second type which tolerate 
the coastal conditions are the 
plants with smooth, glossy foliage. 
Some of the better known of these 
are: Coprosma, Carissa, Escal- 
lonia, Pittosporum, Pyracantha, 
Myrtus, Abelia, Statice and Single 
Hibiscus. For some reason the 
Double Hibiscus drop their buds 
because of the foggy mornings and 
do not give satisfaction. 

Needle-like Foliage 

The third type for beach plant- 
ing is the group of needle-like fol- 
iage plants. Monterey Cypress, 
Monterey Pine, Shore Juniper, 
Callistemon and Westringia are 
best known in this classification. 

Sheltered From Wind 

In a location which is sheltered 
from the wind, we find that Fuch- 
sias and Maiden-hair fern can be 
grown excellently.

Gasoline Tax Money To Be, 


Used During Next Year | 
In Upland 


That more thin $8,000 in state 
gasoline tax money will be avail- 
able for maintenance work on Up- 
land streets during the next 12 
months, was the report today at 
the city’s office. 

Of this sum, $5,247.08 will come 
as the city’s direct share of the | 
state gasoline tax funds for use 
in msintaining major streets.
